Police launch 
investigation into 
suspicious death 

O EPS say Garneau woman, 51, died after alleged altercation that 
also hospitalized man O Charges pending against 28-year-old 
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The neighbour of a woman who 
died after allegedly being beaten 
and held captive in her home 
said she didn’t hear a thing 
before the 51-year-old came to 
the door, her face bloodied and 
bruised. 

Kimmie Fournier had met the 
woman, who she knew only as 
Marie, once before she asked to 
use her phone Sunday. 

“It was bad. The whole side of 
her face was bruised and she was 
cut,” said Fournier. “She could¬ 
n’t open her mouth to speak and 
I was worried she had a broken 
jaw.” 

The woman, who’d lived at 
10823 85 Avenue about a month, 
told Fournier a male resident and 
three women had beaten her and 


kept her there after a rent dis¬ 
pute on Friday, Fournier said. 

“The first opportunity she had 
to get out was Sunday afternoon,” 
she said. 

At the woman’s request, 
Fournier put her into a cab bound 
for the hospital. 

That was the last time that 
Fournier saw her. 

“I was surprised when the 
detectives came to talk to me at 
midnight and told me she passed 
away,” she said. 

Police said Monday they were 
treating the woman’s death as 
suspicious as they continued to 
probe the alleged altercation, 
which they said also landed a 23- 
year-old man in hospital. 

Autopsy results are expected 
today. 

Charges are pending against a 
28-year-old man in police cus¬ 
tody, police said. 




Edmonton homicides 


If deemed a homicide, a 51-year- 
old woman, who police said died 
Sunday after an altercation in her 
Garneau home, would be the 
city's second murder victim this 
year. 

;► Welid Sahle Meskel, 22, was 
found slain Feb. 19 in an alley 
behind 134 Avenue and 101 
Street. Though police have not 
said how he died, the homicide is 
not considered random. 

Last year; the city logged 47 
homicides, including two officer- 
involved shootings and two 
killings from other years deemed 
homicides in early 2011.

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Offers pour 
in to adopt 
husky who 
killed baby 

Animal lovers from across 
the country are volunteer¬ 
ing to adopt a pet husky 
that killed a newborn ba¬ 
by in southern Alberta. 

At least a dozen people 
have made requests 
through the city of Airdrie 
and many more have sent 
messages to the baby’s 
parents. 

“Euthanizing this dog 
will not bring that little 
baby back,” said Ron 
Pawlowski of Bradford, 
Ont, a business professor 
who wants to have the 
dog moved to his farm. 

“I know that the whole 
country shares in this 
poor family’s grief If this 
dog proves to be no 
further a threat, I hope 
that the dog can be given 
a new home.” 

The two-day-old baby 
boy was bitten Feb. 15 in 
the couple’s Airdrie home. 
He died later that night in 
hospital. 

A family friend has said 
the baby was crying in his 
crib, and the dog was like¬ 
ly tiying to comfort him 
when it bit him once in 
the head. The female dog 
had previously given birth 
to several litters of 
puppies. 

Rob and Rhonda 
Fradette said in a 
statement last week that 
they had been mourning 
the loss of their new baby 
and hadn’t discussed 
whether the dog should 
be destroyed. 

The animal had not 
been aggressive before 
and went through 
training and obedience 
classes.

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More than 560 vehicles 
were ticketed and 54 towed 
during the first eight hours 
of the seasonal parking ban 
on Monday.

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Ontario oilsands view 
‘simplistic’: Redford 

O Alberta premier says western oil and gas not driving up Canadian 
dollar O Ontario premier says gains from oilsands offset by high loonie 


Ontario Premier Dalton 
McGuinty is being short¬ 
sighted for suggesting a 
booming oilsands is bad 
news for Ontario, Alison 
Redford says. 

The Alberta premier dis¬ 
puted McGuinty’s com¬ 
ments on Monday that a 
strong oilsands industry 
means a high Canadian 
dollar, which hurts On¬ 
tario’s wellspring manu¬ 
facturing and export 
sectors. 

“This is a false para¬ 
digm,” Redford said in a 
conference call from 
Chicago, where she is 
meeting with business 
leaders. 

“We know how the val¬ 


ue of the dollar works. It’s 
in relation to an overall na¬ 
tional economy. The rea¬ 
son the Canadian dollar is 
high is partly because the 
United States has been go¬ 
ing through some econom¬ 
ic difficulties. 

“It’s a veiy simplistic ap¬ 
proach.” 

Redford also said the re¬ 
marks caught her by sur¬ 
prise because McGuinty 
had not raised the issue be¬ 
fore. 

Earlier on Monday, 
McGuinty rejected calls 
from Redford for him to do 
more to publicly defend 
the oilsands. He said On¬ 
tario would prefer a lower 
dollar over a growing oil 


and gas industry in West¬ 
ern Canada. 

Over the weekend, Red¬ 
ford called on Ontario and 
Quebec to speak out in 
favour of the oilsands and 
the Keystone pipeline link¬ 
ing Canada to Texas. Since 
becoming premier almost 
five months ago, she has 
also urged the provinces, 
territories and Ottawa to 
work as one to better mar¬ 
ket natural resources 
abroad. 

Redford said that de¬ 
spite McGuinty’s concerns, 
she will continue to pur¬ 
sue the plan. 

“(I’m) a little disappoint¬ 
ed, but we’ll cariy on.”

Railway officials grappled 
Monday with the deaths 
of three of their own in a 
“rare” deadly passenger- 
train derailment as inves¬ 
tigators focused on a 
black box that captured 
the crew’s final moments 
— crucial evidence in the 
case. 

Three locomotive engi¬ 
neers were killed in Sun¬ 
day’s devastating crash in 
Burlington, Ont., west of

Toronto. It was the first 
time in more than a 
decade that VIA Rail em¬ 
ployees were killed 
aboard one of the compa¬ 
ny’s trains in a derail¬ 
ment. 

Two of the engineers, 
Peter Snarr, 52, and Ken 
Simmonds, 56, both of 
Toronto, were experi¬ 
enced drivers, each with 
more than 30 years in the 
industry, VIA said. A 
trainee, Patrick Robinson, 
40, of Cornwall, Ont., 
joined them in the cab to 
observe, though investi¬ 
gators haven’t ruled out 
the possibility that he was 
driving at some point. 

As investigators pored 
over the wreckage, the 
head of VIA Rail said the 
derailment that killed the 
men and injured 45 pas¬ 
sengers has sent shock- 
waves through the 
close-knit company. In an 
afternoon visit to the site, 
VIA president and CEO 
Marc Laliberte called the 
collision “tragic,” but 
stressed it was a rare oc¬ 
currence.

A Liberal party researcher 
has resigned for tweeting 
salacious information 
about Public Safety Minis¬ 
ter Vic Toews to protest 
the government’s online 
surveillance bill. 

Interim Liberal Leader 
Bob Rae told a stunned 
House of Commons that 
one of his staffers was re¬ 
sponsible for creating the 
Vikileaks 30 Twitter ac¬ 
count that circulated al¬ 
leged details of Toews’ 
divorce. 

Rae said the offending 
staffer — later identified as 
Adam Carroll — had re¬ 
signed, and the leader ex¬ 
tended a full apology to 
Toews. 

“I discussed the matter 
with that individual this 
morning. He offered his 
resignation and I’ve ac¬ 
cepted his resignation,” 
Rae told the Commons.

A teenager opened fire in 
the cafeteria at his subur¬ 
ban high school Monday, 
killing one student and 
wounding four others be¬ 
fore he was chased from 
the building by a teacher 
and captured a short dis¬ 
tance away, authorities 
said. 

A student who saw the 
attack up close said it ap¬ 
peared that the gunman 
targeted a group of stu¬ 
dents sitting together and 
that the one who was killed 
was gunned down while 
trying to duck under the 
cafeteria table. 

FBI officials would not 
comment on a motive. Po¬ 
lice Chief Tim McKenna 
said authorities “have a lot 
of homework to do yet” in 
their investigation of the 


shooting, which sent stu¬ 
dents screaming through 
the halls at the start of the 
school day at Chardon 
High. 

Teachers locked down 
their classrooms as they 
had been trained to do dur¬ 
ing drills, and students took 
cover as they waited for the 


all-clear in the town of 
5,100 people 48 kilometres 
from Cleveland. 

One teacher was said to 
have dragged a wounded 
student into his classroom 
for protection. Another 
chased the gunman out of 
the building, police said.

A teenage student from At- 
tawapiskat was in Ottawa 
on Monday to witness what 
could be a major turning 
point in her campaign to 
improve education in First 
Nations across the country. 

Sixteen-year-old Chelsea 
Edwards is the face of the 
Shannen’s Dream cam¬ 
paign, named after her 
good friend Shannen 
Koostachin. 

Four years ago, Shannen 
confronted then-lndian Af¬ 
fairs minister Chuck Strahl 
and was nominated for an 
International Children’s 
Peace Prize. She died in a 
car accident in 2010 at the 
age of 15. 

Chelsea, with the help 
of her MP, Charlie Angus, 
picked up where Shannen 
left off. 

The House of Commons 
voted unanimously in 
favour of an NDP motion 
on Monday night calling 
for funding that would 
put First Nations schools 
on an equal footing with 
provincial schools. 

It passed with the sup¬ 
port of the governing Con¬ 
servatives.

Germany gives nod 
to Greece’s bailout

The German parliament ap¬ 
proved a second, $173-bil¬ 
lion US loan package for 
Greece on Monday after 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
warned lawmakers that it 
would be irresponsible to 
abandon the country to 
bankruptcy. 

Although the motion 
was always expected to be 
easily approved — the final 
tally Monday was 496-90 
with five abstentions — the 
idea of bailing out Greece 
has remained very unpopu¬ 
lar in Germany, Europe’s 
biggest economy, among 
the public and politicians. 

“The road that lies in 
front of Greece is long and 
truly not without risk,” 
Merkel told lawmakers be¬ 
fore the vote. “That also 
goes for the success of the

Akers 
did not indicate when or if 
the pa 3 mrents had ended, 
but Murdoch insisted that 
practices at The Sun have 
now changed. “As I’ve made 
veiy clear, we have vowed 
to do everything we can to 
get to the bottom of prior 
wrongdoings in order to set 
us on the right path for the 
future,” he said in an email.

Proview won’t back down on trademark

The battle between an ail¬ 
ing Chinese electronics 
maker and Apple Inc. over 
the iPad name is just as 
much a tale of obsolescence 
in the fast-moving global 
technology industry as it is 
a legal row over a trade¬ 
mark. 

When businessman Row¬ 
ell Yang Long-san launched 
his own iPAD-branded de¬ 
vice in 2000, a decade be¬ 
fore Apple unveiled its hit 
tablet, he declared it re¬ 
ceived an “overwhelming 
market response.” 

“We are confident that 


we will be one of the major 
players in the new post-PC 
era — the information ap¬ 
pliance era,” Yang said in 
the announcement of his 
new Internet Personal Ac¬ 
cess Device, which was 
jointly developed with Na¬ 
tional Semiconductor. 

But unlike Apple’s iPad, 
Proview’s version failed to 
hit the market sweet spot. 
Today, the company is 
deeply in debt and threat¬ 
ened with removal from 
the Hong Kong Stock Ex¬ 
change. 

But Proview still claims

ownership of the trade¬

supplier Foxconn employs 
about a million people. 

There has been no sign 
yet of intervention but top 
officials are unlikely to al¬ 
low serious disruption of a 
business that employs a sig¬ 
nificant number of people.

U.S. business 
travel up 
in Canada 

Statistics Canada says busi¬ 
ness travellers from 
abroad made 650,000 
overnight trips to Canada 
during the third quarter of 
2011, up 1.4 per cent from 
the same quarter in 2010 
with Americans 
accounting for the entire 
increase. 

The agency says the 
number of American 
overnight business visits 
rose 6.3 per cent, to 
472,500, while business 
travel from overseas coun¬ 
tries fell 9.6 per cent to 
177,600 overnight trips. 

American travellers 
stayed in Canada an aver¬ 
age of 3.8 nights on each 
trip and spent an average 
of about $884. 

The average business 
trip by overseas travellers 
lasted 11.1 nights, during 
which they spent an aver¬ 
age of just over $1,700.

“Don’t let fear of failure 
stop you from moving for¬ 
ward,” says Richards. “Suc¬ 
cessful people fail many 
times but they just perse¬ 
vere and take ftill responsi¬ 
bility for what is going on. 
Failure is a problem but 
there’s always a way out of 
it, just as long as you use a 
little initiative to find out 
what that is.” 

All I want in life is to make 
money. Is that healthy? 

“You can be rich financial¬ 
ly but have a poverty of 
soul if that wealth is just 
self serving.

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Emotional equations for happiness 


O In his new book Emotional Equations, motivational speaker and top-selling author Chip Conley deconstructs 
your feelings so you can better master them O Here, he walks us through the math of three powerful emotions 


I ANXIETY = UNCERTAINTY x POWERLESSNESS 

- HAPPINESS = WANTING WHAT YOU HAVE/HAVING WHAT YOU WANT 

DESPAIR = SUFFERING - MEANING 


Anxiety = Uncertainty x 
Powerlessness 

The trick here is to decrease 
the uncertainty and power¬ 
lessness, because then you 
decrease the anxiety. 

Here’s an exercise: Take 
out a piece of paper and cre¬ 
ate four columns. Then, 
think of something that is 
currently making you anx¬ 
ious. The first column is 
“What Do 1 Know” about 
this issue. The second col¬ 
umn is “What Don’t 1 
Know.” The third column is 
“What Can 1 Influence.” 


The fourth column is 
“What Can’t 1 Influence.” 

Spend enough time do¬ 
ing this so that you have at 
least one item per column, 
but you may find that you 
have a half-dozen items in 
some columns. 

The reality is that when 
something is making us 
anxious, we tend to fixate 
on those elements of the 
problem that feel mysteri¬ 
ous (what we don’t loiow) 
or uncontrollable (what we 
can’t influence). 

So, there’s some libera¬ 


tion in just outlining what’s 
making you crazy and real¬ 
izing that there may be 
many balancing positives to 
those issues that are vexing 
you. 

Happiness = Wanting What 
You Have/Having What You 
Want 

“Wanting what you have” 
can be translated into 
“practising gratitude,” or 
having a reverence for what 
is working in your life. The 
more tricky definition is in 
the bottom of this equa¬ 


tion. 

To “have what you want” 
is an act of “pursuing grati¬ 
fication.” 1 want something 
and it’s my job to go out 
and pursue it or “have” it in 
order to satisfy that want. 

Don’t get me wrong. The 
act of pursuing something 
can bring us a sense of ac¬ 
complishment. But, the risk 
is that “chasing something 
with hostility” (some dic¬ 
tionaries’ definition of 
“pursuit”) or even with just 
focused attention can com¬ 
pletely distract you from 


what’s in the numerator, 
what you already have. 

The true magic of this 
equation is in finding ways 
of keeping your attention 
on the numerator. 

Despair = Suffering - 
Meaning 

In order for the math to 
work, “suffering” has to be 
a constant. This can also be 
a struggle for some. 

As one person said to me 
recently, “1 get that there’s 
always suffering around, 
but you don’t have to focus 


on it. There’s probably hap¬ 
piness ever-present as well.” 

That is true, especially if 
you don’t spend too much 
time in the bottom half of 
that Happiness equation. 
But, there are so many gifts 
that come to us when we 
accept that suffering is a 
constant in life. It can help 
you with the Disappoint¬ 
ment equation (as long as 
you don’t shift into a place 
of always expecting suffer¬ 
ing). It can help you feel less 
entitled and more apprecia¬ 
tive. OMWN

The clock is ticking down 
to midnight Feb. 29, the fi¬ 
nal deadline to make your 
2011 RRSP contribution. 
And while there are people 
who wait until the waning 
hours to invest, the ex¬ 
perts caution against do¬ 
ing so. 

“You don’t want to rush 
something as important as 
your retirement savings 
and financial future,” says 
Joel Ne 3 mens, a certified fi¬ 
nancial planner and the 
vice-president of Gordon 
Stirrett Wealth Manage¬ 
ment in Halifax. 

Ne 5 mens offers the fol¬ 
lowing last-minute invest¬ 
ing tips: 

Allocate your RRSP to a 
“cash position.” When you 
hand over your RRSP funds 
to your banker or financial

adviser, you don’t have to 
choose on the spot how 
you want them to be in¬ 
vested. 

“Don’t feel like you 
have to decide what t^e 
of asset class you have to 
invest in right away,” says 
Neynens. This way, the 
money will sit in the “cash 
position” portion of the ac¬ 
count until you are ready 
to make an investing 
move. “There’s no time 


metr® 
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limit to doing so,” says 
Ne 5 mens. “And you’ll still 
get an RRSP tax receipt.” 

The major downside to 
this approach is that if you 
keep the funds in the cash 
position for an extended 
period, you won’t get the 
potential rate of return 


you would if you have in¬ 
vested them. 

Get professional advice if 
you need it. If time is of 
the essence and you are 
not comfortable handling 
your own finances, it’s im¬ 
portant to seek profession¬ 


al advice — especially if 
you are just starting to 
save for the future. 

“New investors are of¬ 
ten tr 5 dng to get a handle 
on what RRSPs and what 
investments are eligible,” 
says Ne 3 mens. “It can be 
quite confusing.” 


Don’t get down to the 
wire. Even though the 
RRSP deadline is mid¬ 
night, “unless you’re in¬ 
vesting online, you really 
only have until whatever 
time the bank or your fi¬ 
nancial adviser’s office 
closes on deadline day.” 
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The big question around 
this time of year is ... 
should you contribute to 
your RRSP or use the mon¬ 
ey to reduce debt? 

Here are some things to 
think about. 

RRSP 

An RRSP investment, says 
Jason Round, head of fi¬ 
nancial planning support 
for RBC Financial Plan¬ 
ning, provides some sense 
that you will achieve a cer¬ 
tain rate of return based 
on the level of risk you are 
willing to take on. 

There is also an immedi¬ 
ate tax deduction. 

Also, if you are a higher 
income earner and you ex¬ 
pect that during retire¬ 
ment you are going to earn 
less, then that would be 
significant motivation, 
too, says Round. 

Peter Drake, vice-presi¬ 
dent, retirement and eco¬ 
nomic research. Fidelity 
Investments Canada, says 
if you start early, even if 
you only make a small con¬ 
tribution, that money is 
working for you over a 
longer period of time. And 
you need to save less. You 


also get into the important 
habit of saving for retire¬ 
ment. 

DEBT 

When debt is non-con- 
structive (you are using it 
to buy a car, house, go on a 
vacation, etc., and you pay 
interest charges every 
month), clearing debt 
should be your first plan of 
attack, according to Antho¬ 
ny Williams, vice-presi¬ 
dent of academic affairs, 
Canadian Institute of Fi¬ 
nancial Planning. 

For example, if you owe 
$1,000 on a credit card 
that has an interest rate of 
20 per cent, you would 
save 20 per cent in after¬ 
tax dollars. “That’s com¬ 


pelling when GICs are pay¬ 
ing next to nothing, the 
stock market is up and 
down, mutual funds up 
and down. Where are you 
going to get a 20 per cent 
return after tax and, for 
some people, 35 per cent 
rate of return before tax?” 

But remember — if you 
just pay off debt you may 
at some point have to go 
back into debt to make up 
for the fact you didn’t save. 

WHAT TO DO? 

One common strategy, 
says Williams, is to make 
an RRSP contribution 
(which addresses retire¬ 
ment savings) and then 
use the tax refund to pay 
down debt. 
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Thinking about your child’s future

With just a few days until 
the deadline for the RRSP 
contribution, many fami¬ 
lies are looking at their 
savings and wondering if 
they should use the mon¬ 
ey for their RRSP or open a 
registered education sav¬ 
ings plan (RESP) for their 
children? 

It’s not always an easy 
decision. 

“You really have to look 


at it not just from a retire¬ 
ment savings, mortgage or 
education plan point-of- 
view, but from the entire 
context,” says Anthony 
Williams, vice-president of 
academic affairs, Canadi¬ 
an Institute of Financial 
Planning. 

If education savings is a 
goal, he suggests making 
an RRSP contribution and, 
with the tax deduction, 
use the money to con¬ 
tribute towards your chil¬ 
dren’s education. 


An RESP is a dedicated 
savings plan for your 
child’s education and you 
get a government grant, 
says Williams. It’s also tax- 
deferred saving so there 
are no tax implications on 
any of the growth while 
it’s in the plan. 


“We have RESPs for 
both of our kids,” says Jill 
Briggs, a Toronto mom 
with two boys, Henri, 8, 
and Elliot, 6. 

“We believe that the 
cost of post-secondary edu¬ 
cation will be very high by 
the time our kids are at 


that stage, and we wanted 
to ensure that we can af¬ 
ford to send them without 
crippling ourselves finan¬ 
cially. But we also want to 
be able to help them with 
the cost so that they don’t 
graduate with huge debt 
as well.” 

While there aren’t im¬ 
mediate tax benefits, says 
Jason Round, head of fi¬ 
nancial planning support 
for RBC Financial Plan¬ 
ning, when you make a 
contribution, the govern¬ 


ment will contribute up to 
$500 under the Canada Ed¬ 
ucation Savings Grant Pro¬ 
gram into the plan — and 
that’s free money. 

The negative is the RE¬ 
SP can only be used for ed¬ 
ucation. If your child 
doesn’t use it for post-sec¬ 
ondary education, even 
though you can take out 
the amount you have con¬ 
tributed, you have to re¬ 
pay any grants you 
received and there might 
be penalties as well.

If you don’t make this 
year’s RRSP contribution 
deadline of midnight Feb. 
29 and you are hoping 
there is a grace period post¬ 
deadline, you will be out of 
luck. But arriving late to 
the investment party can 
be an opportunity in dis¬ 
guise. 

“Trying to scramble to 
invest in an RRSP at tax 
time is challenging,” says 
Joel Ne 5 mens, a certified fi¬ 
nancial planner and the 
vice-president of Gordon 
Stirrett Wealth Manage¬ 
ment in Halifax. 

Instead, Ne 3 mens advises 
pa 3 dng yourself first 
throughout the year. “If you 
have a consistent monthly 
income, monthly contribu¬ 
tions are ideal,” he says. 


If you don’t have fixed 
monthly earnings because 
you are self-employed, you 
could set up a separate 
bank account and sock 
RRSP funds into it whenev¬ 
er you have a windfall. 
Then you will have to sum¬ 
mon the self-discipline to 
resist the temptation of us¬ 
ing those funds for non- 
RRSP-related reasons. 

Assessing your whole fi¬ 
nancial picture, either on 
your own or with a finan¬ 
cial adviser, is a good idea 
at least once a year. That 
way, if you suddenly be¬ 
come widowed or divorced, 
or you inherit or win a 
large sum of money, you 
will be sure that some of it 
will be directed to your 
RRSP before you start shop¬ 
ping. 

Whether you have a 
partner or children will al¬ 


so affect your financial 
snapshot. 

If you are lucky enough 
to get an income tax refund 
this year, you could roll it 
into next year’s RRSP. “The 
key is to not use it for dis- 
cretionaiy spending,” says 
Ne 3 mens. “Generally, if the 
money is in front of you, 
you’ll want to spend it. So 


hide it in that separate 
bank account and forget 
about it.” 

That doesn’t mean you 
shouldn’t take a well-de¬ 
served vacation for work¬ 
ing so hard, but maybe it 
will mean the difference 
between a family trip to 
Disneyland and a camping 
trip close to home. 


When next year’s dead¬ 
line is looming, tiy not to 
wait until deadline day to 
hand over your cash. The 
sooner before the final mo¬ 
ment you can do so, the 
better prepared you will be. 
And being organized and 
conunitted to saving is key. 

“It’s a case of pa 3 dng 
yourself first ahead of oth¬ 


er things and prioritizing 
your wants versus your 
needs,” says Ne 3 mens. 

“It’s all about choices. 
You have to ask yourself 
whether HDTV is more im¬ 
portant to you than saving 
for retirement. Then get 
ready to sharpen your pen¬ 
cil and ask yourself, ‘Do I 
really need this?”’

S how Me The Mon¬ 
ey! While that say¬ 
ing was made 
famous in thel996 
film Jeriy McGuire, 
it still has significance for 
Canadians and their ability 
to contribute to their regis¬ 
tered retirement savings 
plans (RRSPs). 

A recent poll by 
Investors Group found 
that approximately 62 per 
cent of Canadians don’t 
have any money to invest 
in their RRSPs after they 
meet their basic living ex¬ 
penses. Other studies and 
statistics reveal that Cana¬ 


dians’ contributions to 
their RRSPs are well below 
the allowable limits. 

Statistics Canada 
reports that a little less 
than six million Canadians 
who filed an income tax 
return contributed to their 
RRSPs in 2010, down 0.2 
per cent firom 2009, and 
while total contributions 
increased 2.6 per cent to 
$33.9 billion, those contri¬ 
butions represented only 
5.1 per cent of the total 
contribution room 
available. 

RRSP contribution rates 
are low for several reasons. 

“A lot of people may 
make contributions, but 
not to the maximum, and 
then you’ve got people 
who don’t contribute at 
all,” says Murray Pituley, 
director of tax and estate 
planning with Investors 
Group. 

Pituley offers some tips 
for Canadians to reduce 
expenses and save so they 
can show their RRSPs 


some money. 

He suggests people 
track their spending more 
carefully to identify areas 
where they can cut back 
and make efficiencies to 
firee up money for their 
RRSPs. “Eating out and 
having those coffees every 
day are expenses that add 
up over time,” Pituley says. 

The next strategy is to 


pay yourself first. Set up a 
pre-authorized savings or 
RRSP contribution plan so 
money is automatically 
taken out of your account 
every month, and prepare 
a budget based on what is 
left over. 

“This provides the regi¬ 
men to save that a lot of 
people need, because once 
the money is in your RRSP 


you tend to leave it there 
because of the tax implica¬ 
tions if you withdraw it,” 
Pituley notes. “It’s also an 
efficient way to invest be¬ 
cause you can continue to 
buy into the market when 
it is down.” 

If you get a lump sum 
pa 3 mient such as a bonus, 
a tax refund or even an in¬ 
heritance, put some or all 
of it into your RRSP if you 
have the contribution 
room. 

If you intend to 
maximize your RRSP con¬ 
tributions, you can apply 
to the Canada Revenue 
Agency to have your 
employer reduce the 
amount of tax withheld at 
source, which will put 
more disposable income 
into your pocket during 
the year to put into your 
RRSP instead of waiting 
until the end of the year. 

Many tax refunds are 
the result of too much em- 
plo 3 mient income being 
withheld at source. The 


save 


only reason you get a 
refund is that you have 
overpaid your taxes the 
previous year. In essence, 
you gave the government 
an interest-firee loan and 
the refund only returns 
the principal amount of 
that overpa 3 mient. 

In some cases, it may 
make sense to borrow to 
contribute to your RRSP. 

In general it may make 
sense to borrow if you are 
in a high tax bracket 
because you will get a larg¬ 
er tax refund, which then 
can be used to pay off the 
loan. 

Because the interest on 
the loan is not tax 
deductible, it’s important 
to pay off the loan as soon 
as possible.

At a certain point in life, fi¬ 
nancial experts advise that 
you will have to start “in¬ 
come planning” for retire¬ 
ment as opposed to just 
saving. 

“Essentially, you’re look¬ 
ing at what piles to put 
your money in and when to 
start shifting it around,” ex¬ 
plains Jason Round, head of 
financial planning support 
for RBC Financial Planning, 
The registered retire¬ 


ment income fund (RRIF) 
can play a big role in this 
exercise. The RRIF is a tax- 
deferred plan that gener¬ 
ates income from the 
savings you have accumu¬ 
lated in your RRSP. 

The government re¬ 
quires that RRSPs be con¬ 
verted to RRIFs by Dec. 31 
of the year the plan owner 
turns 71, if not earlier. 
Then you have to start 
making withdrawals in the 
year following conversion, 
says Pound, and there is a 
legislated minimum based

taxes taken off by your fi¬ 
nancial institution, says 
Round. 

For the average retiree 
— and 62 is the average re¬ 
tirement age now in Cana¬ 
da — converting RRSPs to 
RRIFs when they retire and 
long before the age 71 


deadline means “you will 
reduce the amount you’ll 
have to balance later on 
when you’re entitled to old 
age security.” 

The funds withdrawn 
from RRIFs turn into tax¬ 
able income and may im¬ 
pact how much old age 
security you can get. 

Annuity or RRIF? 

When you convert your 
RRSPs, you can put them 
into a RRIF or an annuity. 

An annuity provides a 
certain sum of money regu¬ 


larly, explains Peter Drake, 
vice-president, retirement 
and economic research. Fi¬ 
delity Investments Canada. 
It also provides a high de¬ 
gree of certainty. 

“The downside of an an¬ 
nuity,” says Drake, “is you 
no longer have access to 
that capital.” 

A RIFF, on the other 
hand, lets you maintain 
control over how the mon¬ 
ey is invested. There is a 
minimum withdrawal that 
you have to take each year 
and it is taxed.

tax year; Feb. 29, 2012 is the 
official deadline. Short on 
contribution cash? Consid¬ 
er an RRSP loan. Currently, 
RRSP loans have attractive 
interest rates, hovering 
near prime, and have flexi¬ 
ble repa 5 mient plans. But, it 
only makes sense to take 
out an RRSP loan when the 
taxable benefit you receive 
from your RRSP contribu¬ 
tion is greater than the 
amount of interest you’ll 
pay on the loan. To help fig¬ 
ure out if it’s worth it, see 
an adviser. 

The largest benefit of an 
RRSP loan is that the more 
you contribute, the more 


you’ll earn through com¬ 
pounded returns. Let’s say 
you decide not to borrow 
$10,000 to maximize your 
RRSP at age 30. That 
$10,000 compounded at 
nine per cent for 25 years 
adds up to $86,000 before 
tax when you’re 55. Thus, 
you would miss out on 
$76,000 of compounded re¬ 
turns. Meanwhile, your 
$10,000 RRSP loan at six per 
cent interest, paid off over 
12 months, would cost you 
less than $350 in interest. 
Calculate your own borrow¬ 
ing scenario on 
bankrate.com. You’re a 
good candidate for an RRSP 
loan if: 

• You don’t have enough 
cash to make an RRSP con¬ 
tribution by Feb. 29, 2012 

• You have a job and can af¬ 
ford to pay the loan off 
within 12 months 

• You have left over contri¬ 
bution room within your 
RRSP 

• You don’t have significant 
consumer debt; in excess of 
$5,000.

It used to be 
that prospec¬ 
tive home- 
buyers would 
zero in on 
three places 
while search¬ 
ing for added value — 
kitchen, bathroom and rec 
room. A kitchen island, 
separate shower and fin¬ 
ished basement, prefer¬ 
ably with a tiki bar, were 
guaranteed to draw offers. 

Then along came 
whirlpool tubs, children’s 
wings, great rooms and 
soaring foyers. But what 
comes around goes away 
in the real estate market. 

Today, value-conscious 
buyers and profit-con¬ 
scious builders are opting 
for less is more. On the 
wane are sunrooms, out¬ 
door kitchens, two-storey 
family rooms and media 


rooms. 

But popular once again 
are basics such as well- 
planned spaces, storage 
and functional (not neces¬ 
sarily fancy) outdoor areas. 

The lesson for those 
house shopping this 
spring — in the still most¬ 
ly vibrant Canadian real 
estate market — is to 
spend your money on fea¬ 
tures that are difficult or 
expensive to add later. The 
right choices now will pay 
off when you become a 
seller. According to a 2011 
AVIDBuilder.com survey, 
Canadian buyers are most 
eager for the following 
three home features or 
qualities: 

1. Efficiency The soaring 
foyer may look great but 
give it a pass if re-sale val¬ 
ue is important. Two- 
storey rooms and open 
fireplaces also have re¬ 
duced appeal because of 
rising heating costs. 

2. Spaces not rooms The 
number of rooms or over¬ 


all square-footage is less 
important than how they 
flt together. Increasingly 
buyers are drawn by a 
home’s flow and utility 
rather than its statistics. 

3. Green, green, green This 
includes not only energy 
efficiency in windows, ap¬ 
pliances and insulation, 
but also green building 
products to reduce or elim¬ 
inate concerns over toxici¬ 
ty. 

There are three specific 
home features Canadians 
adore: 

1. Walk-in closets 

2. Linen closets 


3. Family-style kitchens 

While the survey was 
primarily focused on fea¬ 
tures desired by Canadians 
shopping for homes south 
of the border, they hold 
true in every real estate 
market over time.

As a result, some prized 
players, including Colum¬ 
bus Blue Jackets captain 
Rick Nash and Canucks 
backup goaltender Coiy 
Schneider, stayed put with 
their clubs. 


Oilers deal 


The Edmonton Oilers opt¬ 
ed to bolster the defensive 
reliability of their blue-line 
at the expense of offensive 
upside by trading Tom 
Gilbert to the Minnesota 
Wild for Nick Schultz. 

► In Schultz, the Oilers 

acquire a defenceman who 
has made his mark as a 
steady defensive specialist 
and penalty killer, while 
Minnesota adds a more of¬ 
fensive dimension to its 
back end in Gilbert. 


Nash requested a trade 
last month, according to 
Bluejackets general manag¬ 
er Scott Howson. Howson 
said there were “significant 
discussions,” but no deal 
was struck. 

“The price was high,” 
Howson said. “And I don’t 
apologize for that.” 

Nash’s non-trade was 
emblematic of a relatively 
tranquil deadline day.
